Michael Joseph Hayes and 
Wilfred Leslie Nowell went 
quietly to their deaths at five 
minutes after midnight this 
morning in the chill night air 
in the courtyard at Fort Sas- 
katchewan jail. 

At ‘12:30 a.m. the official pro- 


tacked on the prison door by War- 
den J. McLean, stating the men 
died “by a rope being placed 
around the neck and being dropped | 
from a scaffold.” ° 

Hayes went to his: death reciting 
Hail Mary's, with a brown-robed 
monk in attendance, after receiv-| 
ing extreme unction. the final} 
sacrament of the Roman Catholic 
Church, - | 

Nowell refused to see a minister 
before mounting the scaffold. 

The two men, who had become} 
close friends during their stay in| 
the jail, met in the corridor as 
they ‘were led from their cells. The 
two shook hands, wished each 
other “good-bye,” and ‘walked into 
the courtyard to their deaths. 

ONE BEHIND ‘THE OTHER 

Neither men spoke as they were 
positioned one behind the other, 
facing the same direction, by the 
unmasked ‘hangman. 

The men were unaware of a) 
dramatic eleventh hour appeal *o} 
Ottawa made by their lawyers to) 
stay the execution. 

The pair appeared tense but 
otherwise apparently emotionless 
as they were led from their cells 
into the courtyard and up the 
27 steps to the scaffold. Hayes 
was placed in front of Nowell. 
Both men seemed calm as the 
black hoods were placed over 
their heads by the official hang- 
man, “Arthur Ellis.” |

balding hangman was tense and)

The result of the discontinuation of the 
special rate will increase the cost of bring- 
ing cattle, horses and hogs into the larger 
fairs by two and a half times. 

Thus the volume of exhibits of this 
nature at Edmonton Exhibition and other 
of the larger exhibitions will doubtless be 
materially decreased and the agricultural 
significance of these annual shows will be 


appreciably minimized.

LONDON, England.—I went 
last night to see London's most 
sensational and _ controversial 
figure, a bewildered little man in

The audience was restless, Then 
suddenly he swung into the 
familiar theme and a kind of 
sigh went up from the audience. 

When it was over the applause 
was no match for the welcome 
he'd received. Karas walked 
across to the wings, bowed stiffly, 
looking nervously out into the 
wings for advice, And then I 
think nearly everyone must have 
realized the predictable tragedy 
of Anton Karas, There simply 
was nothing else he could do,

CODE OF WMO 

These principles are the code 


of the World Medical Oranization. 
One obligation to which this code 
binds members reads: 

“T will maintain to the utmost 
respect for human life, from the 
time of conception; even under 
threat, I will not use my 
knowledge contrary to the laws of 
humanity.” 

All doctors on graduation take 
the Hippocratic oath, the wording 
of which varies considerably from 
place to place. At New York Uni- 
versity, where Dr, Sander was 
@raduated, this oath reads: 

“The regimen I adopt shall be 
for the benefit of my patients, ac- 
cording to my ability and judg- — 
ment, and not for their hurt or 
for any wrong. I will give no 
deadly drug to any, though it be 
asked of me, nor will I counsel 
such.”

REDWATER, Feb. 22.—I should really have switched 
the heading on this coluiin today to “On The Village”, 
because as vou can see I have been paying a social call on 
the good folks at Redwater. 

It was quite a party they tossed éut here last night 
to celebrate incorporation of the Village of Redwater and 
‘ii deliverance from paying taxes to the municipal dis~- 

rict. 

They held the big do in Doug Archer’s snazzy $30,000 
Mess Deck cabaret. It has the brightest bunch of murals 
in tight-fitting sweaters a fellow could wish to see when 
his Missus isnt along. 

There's so much oil under Redwater’s main street that 
the banquet guests were kind of scared the coffee came 
from the D3 zone. 

* * * * 

Hon. C. E. Gerhart, minister of municipal affairs, and 
his able deputy, J. W. Judge, were honored guests. They 
looked kind of sad, despite the splendid fare. No doubt 
they were thinking of the money that Redwater residents 
won't be paying any more to the municipality. 

But the real star of the show was genial, bouncy Mayor 
Len Walker, the spry little Cockney who came to Edmon- 
ton district away back in 1905, 


He’s Sure Popular 


Len is without doubt the most popular guy in Red- 
water at the moment, possibly because he and fellow-coun- 
cillors Walter Malowany and Paul Proskurniak haven't 
got around to striking the tax rate. 

His worship works at Steve Malowany’s big hotel 
and owns a farm two miles east of town. The farm has an 
oil well on it but Len holds only surface rights. 

“Oh well, who wants a million dollars anyway?” 
jests ex-Londoner Mayor Walker. “I’ve sure got a lot 
of friends and that’s what really counts.” 

Mayor Walker explained that the town was certain 

to go ahead. Two years ago Redwater had an official 
popultion of 160. Today, nobody seems to know exactly 
how many people live there but the mayor thinks the popu- 
lation is about 3,000. The council plans to apply for town 
status in a little while.

Parents can be much more 
patient and lenient toward acci-

Many mothers have, by patient 
and persistent attention, managed 
}to get good toilet performances 
from their young children, But this 
us not desirable, universal practice, 
It is a sign of physical maturity, 
when a child can wait for attention, 
and all children do not develop 
this capacity early in life. 

Bowel training {is simpler than 
bladder training because it is easier 
to anticipate a child’s needs and 
provide means of meeting them. 
The bladder may act so inconsist- 
ently that for the sake of dryness, 
the child might need attention 
every fifteen to thirty minutes. 
Imagine how infuriating this would 
be to the child whose other activ!- 
fies were constantly being inter- 
rupted for the sake of dry panties? 

Usually, by the time the child is 
15 to 18 months old his toilet habits 
are sufficiently stable s0 the 
mother may expect cleanliness if 
she takes the child to the toilet 
once every hour or so, for urina- 
tion, and once or twice a day for 
bowel movements, If he gets wet 
or soiled between, she should take 
this in stride and not treeat it as 
naughty behavior but just as a 
symptom of imperfect control.
